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/▼I ONTREAL’S title to the commercial metropolis cf British North America comes 
A I I to her by inheritance. Her right to that title is older — much older — than Queen 
Victoria’s title to the succession of the British Crown. History tells us that 
Jacques Cartier, who discovered Montreal, found in 1535, when he landed at Quebec, that 
Montreal, then called Hochelaga, was at that early age the metropolis of the savage 
state, the capital city of the Indian tribes. His own narrative of the discovery has the 
charm of romance that surrounds all North American stories. He found Quebec on the 
15th of August, 1535, and met Honacona, the Lord or KiDg of Quebec, then called 
•Stadacona. He could not be dissuaded from a visit to Montreal, and from the 19th of 
■(September to the 28th he was engaged in sailing as far as Lake St. Peter where he was 
compelled by shoal water to leave his ships and take to the boats. He reached his des- 
tination on the second of October, having landed at the foot of the island. Having 
arrayed himself in the most gorgeous finery, he left his boats, and, accompanied by 
twenty mariners and four gentlemen, set out for Hochelaga. He was guided by three 
Indians, and says, in his description of the journey, that “all along he found the way as 
well beaten and frequented as can be, the fairest and best country that could possibly 
be seen, full of goodly great oaks, as any in the woods in France, under which the ground 
was all covered with acorns.” After he had gone about four miles, he was met by one of 
the principal chiefs, who paid him some honor, made a speech to him, and insisted upon 
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him taking a rest before he presented him to their great King, Agouhanna by name. 
This King had no throne but the brawny arms of his braves; and, supported on the 
shoulders of several of these, he received the man whom the simple natives looked upon 
as a god, — a man who taught them Christianity as he understood it, but who tarnished 
his name by unchristian and traitorous conduct afterwards. He recited the Gospel of 
St. John to these natives — it were crime to call them savages then — and prayed that 
God would open their hearts. He doubtless hoped that they would fill his pockets. 
They did, and did the same for thousands of his fellow-countrymen, long afterwards- 
when not a vestige of their houses was left. 

Cartier had taken thirteen days from Quebec to Montreal, which nowadays can 
be encompassed in five hours by train. He thus describes the town : — 

“It is placed near, and, as it were, joined to a great mountain, very fertile on the 
top, from which you may see very far. The town is round, encompassed about with 
timber, with three rampires, one within another, framed like a sharp spire, but laid across- 
above. The middle-moat of these is made and built in a direct line, but perpendicular. 
The rampires are framed and fashioned with pieces of timber, laid along the ground, very 
well and cunningly joined after their fashion. This enclosure is in height about two 
rods. It hath but one gate or entry thereat, which is shut with piles, stakes and bars. 
Over it and also in many parts of the wall, there be places to run along, and ladders to 
get up, all full of stones for the defence of it.” 

“There are in the town about fifty houses, each fifty paces long, and fifteen or 
twenty broad, built all of wood, covered over with the bark of the wood, as broad as any 
board, and cunningly joined together. Within are many rooms, lodgings, and chambers. 
In the midst of everyone there is a great court, in the middle whereof they make their 
fires. They live in common together, then do the husbands, wives and children, each 
one retire to their chambers. They have also in the tops of their houses, certain garrets 
wherein they keep their corn to make their bread. The people are given to no other 
exercise, but only to husbandry and fishing for their existence.” 

Here was a paradise. A nation of peaceful people were making a god of Cartier. 
He in turn was introducing to them a civilization that was to ruin them body and soul,, 
and ultimately wipe them from the face of the earth. He ascended the mountain near 
by, which he called “ Mont Royal.” It was no wonder the sight of the surrounding 
country “ filled him with feelings of joy and gratification.” To-day, the fashionable tourist 
who views the same scene, altered by civilization, will say that its grand in beauty, even- 
after four centuries have stamped it with the iron hand of commerce and garnished it with 
the golden sheen of agriculture. Then Cartier saw the broad St. Lawrence and the 
sombre Ottawa, encircling the Island of Montreal. Looking southward, he beheld the 
foam of the Lachine Rapids, dashing over the leaps in the rocks, and betmnd, the moun- 
tain ranges known as the Adirondac-ks. Westward, up the Ottawa Valley a vista of 
forest glade and the waters of the Lake of Two Mountains shining in the distance. 
Northward-,- a succession -of. forest ranges, denoting a well watered country and a range 
of hills beyond. Eastward, the Town and Bay of Hochelaga, the St. Lawrence hurrying 
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past St. Helen’s Island, Boucherville and Beloeil Mountains beyond all. The forest 
luxuriance was upon every hand, and these lovely tints of Autumn had overspread the 
whole country. Cartier had never seen its like before. He never came back to see it 
.again. The scene has changed. Now the gazer looks from Mount Boyal as Cartier did ; 
but takes his view from a high tower that overlooks the homes of over three hundred 
thousand people, the spires of a hundred churches, most of them in Montreal, but spires 
that gleam in the sun wherever the eye turns. Bridges span the St. Lawrence and the 
Ottawa Eivers. Steamers ply the rushing waters, and the shriek of the locomotive 
resounds where Cartier heard only the rushing waters. Huge ocean steamers in dozens, 
tall masts of heavy ocean sailing vessels fringe the river, where Cartier saw the rushes 
and the waving shrubbery. Tall grain elevators, smoking chimneys, dense blocks of 
limestone warehouses, miles of streets, with houses and public buildings to the value of 
•over one hundred and fifty millions of dollars, exclusive of their contents, public schools 
and universities, convents and hospitals, princely emporiums and palatial hotels. Cartier 
would to-day have seen all this. He would not have been compelled to hurry away on 
the same day he came. He would have seen, too, how an artificial river — the Lachine 
-Canal — enabled ships that could carry his entire fleet on the deck of any one of them, 
to pass around the Lachine Rapids, and the water turning the machinery of scores of 
■mills upon its banks. Instead of the barter for beads and gevv-gawsin the Mount Royal 
he saw then, he would find to-day banks in Montreal, with a capital of forty-six millions 
of dollars, merchants worth millions of dollars to their credit, factories by the score 
employing twelve to fifteen thousand workmen and valued at more than fifty million 
dollars, hotels, some of which could house the then whole population of Hochelaga. 
Cartier’s visit to Montreal was succeeded by one which Samuel Champlain paid to it in 
1603, when he found Montreal almost deserted, and was himself stopped by the Lachine 
Rapids, which tourists to-day find so very interesting as a natural curiosity. He again 
visited the spot in 1609, where he found the Huron Indians friendly, and he formed an 
alliance with them against the Iroquois. Be Monts, whose lieutenant Champlain was, 
dow lost his monopoly of the trade of the St. Lawrence, by the King’s decree. Cham- 
plain returned to France, and was authorized by Count de Soissons, the new Viceroy of 
New France, to return and act as the latter’s lieutenant. In 1611 Champlain put up the 
first dwelling made by Christian men in Montreal. He also in the following year induced 
four Recollet Fathers to go to Montreal and attend to the spiritual wants of the people. 
He now spent eight busy years of exploration and war against the Iroquois, who were 
fierce foes. 

Mr. Alfred Sandam’s work on Montreal., Past and Present , says : — “In 1620 
Duke de Montmorenci, Lord High Admiral, purchased the Vice-royalty from Prince de 
Conde, for the sum of eleven thousand crowns.*** In 1621 Montmorenci deprived the 
Merchants’ Association of their charter and transferred all the colonial trade to the 
Sieurs de Caen. These gentlemen actively engaged in the fur trade, and seem to have 
■behaved m a very arbitrary manner, which finally led to a disagreement between Cham- 
plain and themselves. Added to this dissatisfaction was the fact that the Be Caens,

being Huguenots, were not likely to further the interests of the Catholic Church in 
Canada. In 1623 the De Caens and the old Merchants’ Company had formed a union ; 
but being continually engaged in disputes as to their rights, the Duke de Montmorenci 
to relieve himself of trouble, disposed of his Vice-royalty to his nephew, the Duke 
de Tentadone, who had entered holy orders, and whose sole object, in thus purchasing 
it, was to use his influence towards the conversion of the Indians. In 1625 he sent out 
three Jesuits, and added three Bi others to the Recollets already in Canada. These 
Jesuit Fathers, L’Allemand, Masse and Brebeuf, were men of exemplary character and 
piety, and cheerfully undertook the mission. 

The disputes between the De Caens and the colonists were settled by the forma- 
tion of a companj- under the direct auspices of Carninal Richelieu, and this company 
was called the “ CENTS ASSOCIES,” or Company of One Hundred Associates. 

They agreed to send out colonists and tradesmen and were bound to have six 
thousand Roman Catholic Frenchmen in Canada before 1643, to provide three priests 
to each settlement and give them all necessary comforts for fifteen years ; and after- 
wards to give the clergy cleared lands in order to maintain the Catholic Church in 
JSlew France. 

But before this, came the British upon the scene, and the result of war between 
France and Britain was the first conquest of Canada by Sir David Kirk in 1629, when 
Champlain surrendered the whole ofCanada. Five years afterwards Champlain returned 
as Governor, the British having given up Canada to the French by the treaty of St. 
Germain. Champlain’s death followed in 1635, and he was succeeded by M. de Mont- 
magny . Thus far Quebec was receiving all the attention of the colonists ; but in 1640, 
the whole Island of Montreal was ceded to the Missionaries for the purpose of convert- 
ing the Indians. The manner in which this was brought about is most romantic and 
reads more like a leaf from St. Paul’s life than anything in Montreal’s history. 

Jerome le Royer de la Dauversiere, who lived in France, an enthusiastic devo- 
tee, heard a voice telling him to go to Montreal, in Canada and establish the Hdtel- 
Dieu Hospital of Huns. As he was then a tax-collector in Anjou, France, the father of 
six children, and with but a moderate salary, he hesitated. Jean Jacques Olier, a young 
priest, was at about the same time praying in the old church of St. Germain de Paris 
France, when he thought he heard a voice from Heaven telling him to go and form a 
Society of Priests in Montreal, Canada. Though both these men were ignorant of the 
precise shape of Montreal, yet they mysteriously found themselves in possession of exact 
details of the Island. 

Dauversiere was further conformed in his resolve to go after he had gone to 
Paris, for here he had a vision in which he heard Christ ask the Virgin Mary three 
times “ Where can I find a faithful servant?” 

Upon this the Virgin took Dauversiere by the hand, saying, “ See, Lord, here is 
that faithful servant.” 

Christ received him with a smile, and promised him wisdom and strength to do 
his work. 
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The most curious part of it all was his meeting with Olier. Dauversiere went to 
the Chateau of Menden, not far from St. Cloud. On entering the gallery of an old castle 
he met a priest, and though he had never seen him before, he called him Olier, while 
Olier, who never had met or heard of him before, called him Dauversiere; and, each as 
if by inspiration, knew the other to the depths of his heart. 

They discussed their plans, and whether the reader may smile or not at the story, 
these men believed most firmly in the work that they set out upon, for they soon found 
supporters, and soon afterwards, joined by Baron de Fancamp and three others, formed 
the Societe de Notre-Dame de Montreal, and had a capital of seventy-five thousand livres. 
With such incentive, nothing could stop the enthusiasts, and after some negotiations 
with the One Hundred Associates they secured the whole Island of Montreal, except part 
of the west, which was reserved by the Associates for a fort and stores. The king con- 
firmed the bargain, and these six became Lords of the Island of Montreal. 

Their plan was to locate forty men upon the Island, raise crops, and build houses 
for the priests and convents for the nuns. Paul de Chomedy, Sieur de Maisonneuve were 
chosen commander of the expedition, and Mademoiselle Mance was prevailed on to take 
charge of the new hospital. She, with the wives of two men and a female volunteer, were 
the only women in the party, which in February, 1841, assembled at the Church of Notre 
Dame in Paris and eonseciated Montreal to the Holy Family, to be called “Ville-Marie 
de Montreal.” The party arrived in Quebec in the same year, but were compelled to 
winter at the Island of Orleans, and were there received with suspicion and distrust by 
their fellow-countrymen. Madame de la Peltric joined the party here, and on the 8th 
of May, 1642, Maisonneuve embarked and was in Montreal on the IT th. They lost no 
time, and before the Indians were aware of what they were doing, had several houses, 
built, pallisades erected, and were ready either to pray, work or fight. That same year 
the first flood that ever troubled Christians in Montreal arose until it filled the ditch of 
Maisonneuve’s Fort, and threatened the fort itself. But worse than this were the attacks 
of the Indians. Being accused once by his men of cowardice, Maisonneuve sallied forth 
to attack the Indians, leaving D’Aillebout within the fort to act as a reserve.**** They 
were themselves attacked by the Indians, who killed three of them and wounded several 
others. Finally they broke ranks and retreated in great desorder towards the fort. 
Maisonneuve, with a pistol in each hand, held the Indians in check for some time. They 
might have killed him, but they wished to take him prisoner. Their Chief desiring this 
honor, rushed forward, but just as he was about to grasp him, Maisonneuve fired, and 
the Chief fell dead. The Indians fearing that the body of their Chief would fall into 
the hands of the French, rushed forward to secure it, and Maisonneuve passed safely 
within the fort. From that day his men never dared to impute cowardice to him. In 
1644 the Island of Montreal passed into the hands of the Sulpicians of Paris, and was 
destined for the support of that religious order. 

In 1661 there was a tremendous earthquake or series of shocks lasting from 
February to August. This terror is described with most vivid power. In one day 
180,000 square miles of land were convulsed, many rivers were totally lost, the St. Law- 
rence River appeared totally white. At Tadousac such a heavy shower of volcanic 
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ashes fell that the water became much agitated as during a tempest. An entire forest 
was loosened at Point Alonettes and slid into the St. Lawrence. Yet there was not a 
single life lost, nor a single person harmed in any way, a most curious affair truly. 

It is surprising that even as early as 1664 New York commenced to compete with 
Montreal. The Province of New York sought and obtained a large portion of the fur- 
trade theretofore exclusively centred in Montreal. Then commenced the trouble that 
afterwards led to wars and reprisals. The Iroquois were on the side of the English, and 
the fighting was severe, treachery despicable, and losses heavy on both sides. In 1687 
a peace was declared at Montreal ; but bj’ the treachery of an old Seneca Chief, the whole 
of this effort on the part of the French was made to appear only a treacherous plot, and 
in 1689 fourteen hundred Iroquois swarmed down upon the doomed settlers, wasted and 
burned Lachine, burned two hundred persons alive, and made their track one carnival of 
pillage, outrage and torture, such as only the savage knows how to inflict. A war with 
the British followed, and for several years the country was ravaged now by one party 
and again by another. Montreal was constantlj- the point of attack. In 1713, how- 
ever, the cession of Acadia, Newfoundland and Hudson’s Bay Territory to Britain left 
Canada at peace until 1749, when the British again threatened Canada. Montreal at 
this time had become a city of consequence. Prench troops, with their Indian allies,, 
were quartered in the city in large members, and the Baron de Longueuil had been 
appointed Governor. It had prospered greatly. 

But a day of British glory was dawning upon North America. Wolfe’s army and 
Saunders’ fleet were to attack Quebec ; General Amherst was to attack by way of Crown 
Point and Ticonderoga; while Sir William Johnson was to capture Niagara and descend 
the St. Lawrence. On the 8th of September, 1760, Montreal passed into the hands of 
Great Britain. The French troops were permitted to march out with the honors of war. 
Wolfe had already captured Quebec, and the British flag waved over the whole of North 
America. 
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people of Montreal now looked forward to an era of peace and prosperity', 
( j General Amherst, the British Commandant was elated over the success of his 
soldiers, and the French-Canadian people were glad the war was at an end. One 
paragraph in the General’s orders thanked Sir William Johnston, who commanded the 
Indians, for keeping them within bounds so that Amherst could write : “ I have the 
pleasure to assure you that not a peasant, woman or child has been hurt by them, or a 
house burnt since I entered the enemy’s country.” A Military Government was estab- 
lished in Montreal, under General Thomas Gage, who treated the conquered people in 
the most humane manner. In 1763 the Treaty of Paris ceded the whole of Canada to- 
Great Britain. General Murray was appointed Governor, and chose a Council compris- 
ing a Lieutenant-Governor at Three Bivers and one in Montreal, with the Chief Justice 
and eight citizens. The next event of importance to Montreal was its capture by 
General Montgomery of the United States army in 1775. The invading army had sent 
to Longue Point their advance guard, under Ethan Allen, to attack Montreal. They 
landed on the 24th of October and on the 25th, General Carlton assembled thirty 
regulars and 200 militia under Major Carden. The troops of Allen had entrenched them- 
selves in some barns but were routed, and the whole of the enemy captured and sent to- 
England. It was after this that General Montgomery took the city. After he had 
been killed, and his army routed at Quebec, the United States troops evacuated Montreal 
at the end of May, 1776. The treaty of Versailles, unfortunately for Canadians, was 
very favorable to the United States. Canada’s territory was much curtailed, the coun- 
try having been left without a winter sea-port; but, to-day, Halifax supplies the want, 
Portland, however of right belongs to Canada. 
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In 1*792 the first Protestent Church was built in Montreal, St. Gabriel 
Street Church, the congregation of which still exist under the pastorate of the Rev. 
Robert Campbell. In 1791 the French-Canadian people were separated, to some extent 
from the British-Canadians by the division of the country into Upper and Lower 
Canada, each with its own Legislative Council and Assembly. 

In 1792 Montreal City was defined and devided into two Wards, the East and the 
West. The first Parliament of Canada assembled at Quebec, and the East Ward was 
represented by Joseph Frobisher and John Richardson, and the West by James McGill 
and J. B. Durocher. Montreal borrowed money even in these early days to erect a Jail 
and Court House. In 1799 they appointed a city surveyor, in 1801 authorized Water 
Works. The rights of the conquered French people were respected to a fault, take 
one instance: — When the French army took property on which to build the city walls 
they did not pay for it ; but agreed that if ever the walls were thrown down or in dis- 
use they would return the property to the owners. French law had been replaced by 
English law but the property was returned to the original owners or their heirs by the 
conqnerers. 

The first Newspaper libel on record was one by the Gazette , which reflected upon the 
'Governor. It was because of the publication of toasts at a dinner, April 1st, 1806, and 
a Parliamentary warrent was issued for the arrest of Isaac Todd, the chairman of the 
dinner, and Edward Edwards, the printer. Neither could be found when wanted and 
the matter dropped. The toasts were consideted a sarcasm on the Government. 

In 1805 an Act was passed providing for improved navigation between Quebec and 
Montreal, and the Trinity House Board was established, which was afterwards converted 
to the Harbor Trust or Harbor Commissioners of Montreal, a quasi-government body. 
There were in that day two streets in Montreal— the Upper Notre Dame, and the Lower 
St. Paul. Some of the quaint discnptions of the city in these days are interesting. 
For example, in Acrioi Travels we find “ Montreal is divided into the Upper and 
Lower Towns, although the level between them exceeds not twelve or fifteen feet. 
A natural wharf very near to the town is formed by the depth of the stream and the 
sudden declivity of the bank. * * * * The environs and town contain 12,000 inhabi- 
tants.” One event of note was the advent of the first steamer, fitted out by Mr. John 

Molson, and she made the voyage to Quebec in 1809 in thirty-six hours of sailing. She 
was a wonder in her day. A description of her says : “ No wind or tide can stop her, 
she has seventy-five feet keel and eighty-five feet on deck.” She was the second steamer 
built on the American Continent, Fulton’s steamer having first cleaved the waters of the 
Hudson. Monopolists were as keen then as they are to-day, for Mr. Molson was 
granted the monopoly for fifteen years. 

The war of 1812 followed, and Montreal witnessed the entry of General Hull as 
a prisoner, with his army. The Herald of that day thus facetiously alludes to Hull’s 
arrival “ That General Hull should have entered our city so soon, at the head of his 
troops, rather exceeded our expectations. We were, however, happy to see him, and 
receive him with all the honors due to his rank and importance as a public character. 
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* * * * The General appears to be about sixty years of age, and bears his misfortunes 
with a degree of resignation that but few men in similar circumstances are gifted with.” 
Montreal played no active part in the war of 1812, and from that time until the rebellion 
of 1838-39 suffered no serious check from disturbances. Enterprise was commencing 
to appear in every part of Montreal. Street lighting by lamps, paid for by private sub- 
scription, was commenced in 1815. In 1819 the Bank of Montreal w&s organized, and 
in 1821 the Lachine Canal was commenced. In that year the British and Canadian 
School was founded for the education of the children of the laboring classes.” In 
1831 Montreal became a port of entry ; in 1832 there was a riot in which troops fired 
upon the mob and killed three and wounded two, and in the same year 1904 persons 
died of cholera. There was cholera in 1834 and three years of constant confusion were 
followed by the rebelion of 1837-38. Subsequently there were riotous political demon- 
strations and 1849 the Parliament Buildings were destroyed by fire to mark the 
displeasure of people, who believed that the Government had had no right to pass the 
Rebellion losses bill. Lord Elgin was rotten-egged for daring, as Governor-General, to 
sign the bill. Biots in 1850 ; a great fire in the same year, and general depression, 
were followed by the opening of the St. Lawrence & Atlantic Railway in 1851, another 
great fire in 1852, and the Gavazzi riot in 1853. The opening of the Grand Trunk 
Railway to Portland, and the commencement of the Victoria Bridge in the same year 
were events in Montreal’s history, each of which marked forward movements in Canadian* 
trade. 

It is curious that while New York has held her place as the commercial metro- 
polis of the United States for three centuries, Montreal has done likewise, so far as- 
Canada is concerned. The Montreal of to-day, as a commercial city, is to Canada what 
London is to Great Britain and New York to the United States. Montreal occupies a. 
specially advantageous position at the head of oceanic navigation and at the com- 
mencement of lake and river navigation, having direct railway communication with 
the chief cities of Canada and the United States. In order to aecommoiate the magnifi- 
cent fleet of ships that come to her port from all lands, the ship channel of the river 
St. Lawrence has been deepened to twenty-five feet at the lowest condition of the river 
and a further deepening is now in progress; in order to achieve this, she had to borrow 
some three million dollars, and the removal of this debt will lift from her shoulders the 
last and greatest burden she has had to bear. In consequence of this debt the scale of 
harbor dues imposed was necessarily heavy, giving smaller and in other respects less' 
convenient ports an unfair advantage over Montreal. In compliance, however, with* 
many urgent representations the Federal Government has assumed the responsibility 
of this debt. The city is the terminus of one of the completest railway systems in the- 
world. Two divisions of the Grand Trunk Railway, and various lines run in connection 
with its magnificent system, afford easy access to the United States and the principal 
cities of Canada, while the marvellous monument of national enterprise and engineering- 
skill, the Canadian Pacific Railway traverses the continent from sea to sea, opening up 
magnificent tracts of fertile country and developing stores of wealth hitherto unknown. 
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while it is becoming the great highway for commercial intercourse between the eastern 
and western limits of the old world. In addition to its great importance as the chief 
port and forwarding station of Canada, Montreal is also the largest manufacturing cen- 
are in the Dominion. Among its industries are foundries, sugar refineries, tanneries, 
silk mills, manufactories of hardware, carriage and sleighs, corn brooms, woodenware, 
glass, paints and drugs, edge tools, locomotives, steam engines, boilers, india lubber 
goods, printing presses, agricultural implements, musical instruments, paper, rope, 
sewing machines, types, pins, tobacco, woolen and cotton goods, boots and shoes, and 
other smaller industries. There are besides saw and flour mills, rolling mills, lead 
works, brass foundries, and many other industrial establishments. The educational 
means of the city comprise the University of McGill with faculties of law, science, art 
and medicine, a branch of the Laval University with faculties of divinity, law, medicine 
and arts. Theological colleges belonging to Roman Catholic, Anglican, Presbyterian 
and Methodist bodies, a Jesuit College, a high school, two Normal Schools, several 
classical and scientific academies. The elementary schools are under the control 
respectively of the Catholic and Protestant School Commissioners, and there are also two 
affiliated medical colleges one to Bishops College, Lennoxville, the other to Victoria 
College, Cobourg. As a sign of the business transactions carried on by the community, 
it may be noted that there are no fewer than sixteen banking establishments, twenty-six 
Fire and sixteen Life Insurance offices located in the city. There are thirteen 
public markets, whose total sales of farm produce amount yearly to some $650,000. 
In order to facilitate the vast intercourse with foreign countries, the following 
nations are represented in the city by Cousuls and Vice-Consuls, viz : the 
Argentine Confederation, Austro-Hungary. Belgium, Chili and Peru, Denmark, 
Prance, the German Empire, the kingdom of Hawaii, the Netherlands, Sweeden 
and Norway, the Republic of Uruguay, Spain, Switzerland and the United States. 
Montreal is the centre of a judicial district presided over by seven judges. The 
-Court of Queen’s Bench also hold sittings in the months of February, May, 
October and December. The section of the Bar of the Province of Quebec located 
in Montreal numbers about 310 members. The city is the seat of a Roman Catholic 
Archbishop and an Anglican Bishop. 

Montreal claims and certainly deserves the title of the “City of Churches,” 
and, as Mark Twain observes, “ is the only city on the Continent where you cannot 
throw a brick without breaking a church window.” It contains some seventy-five 
churches of all denominations, many of which are magnificent edifices. Among the 
finest and largest buildings erected of late years may be mentioned the Post Office in 
St. James Street, erected in 1816, at the cost of $400,000. The new City Hall, which 
cost close on $120,000, The majestic Cathedral of St. Peter, upon Dominion Square, 
is to cost when completed $300,000. The Windsor Hotel, built in 1818, at a cost of 
$1,100,000, and having 434 rooms, and acommodation for 150 guests, is hardly inferior 
to any establishment of the kind on the Continent. The Bank of Montreal is one of the 
finest buildings in America, and there are now in course of erection two magnificent 
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Railway Depots for the Grand Trank and Canadian Pacific Railways, a spacious and 
handsome new Gothic church for the Methodists, and several splendid blocks or build- 
ings for offices, including new offices for two Life Insurance Companies, the New York 
and the Imperial ; while a new building for the law courts, nearly opposite the present 
building, which has become too small for present requirements, is soon to be erected. 
Montreal has at present about 145 miles of streets. Between the years 1878 and 1886, 
no less than fifteen miles 165 yards of sewers were laid down by the city, making a total 
of ninety miles of sewers existing. One of the most important acquisitions for the city was 
the purchase by the Corporation, between the years 1872 and 1875, of Mount Royal, 
nnd laying it out with drives as a public park, the cost to date being $622,337. The 
Mountain, which stands alone in the wide river plain, is some 550 feet in height. It is 
-ascended by a winding carriage road, by a series of about 427 steps for foot passengers, 
and by an elevator. The winding road opens up to the public two very beautiful 
vistas, one looking down the valley of the St. Lawrence with its many islands, and the 
•other giving a view of the Lake of Two Mountains, whilst in the far distance the Green 
Mountains of Vermont and a portion of the Adirondacks are plainly discernible on a 
■clear day. This drive is acknowledged by visitors to be by far the most beautiful of 
any park on this Continent. 

GOVERNMENT, POPULATION, REVENUE 
AND ASSESSMENT. 

Montreal is governed by a mayor and city council composed of thirty-six 
Aldermen. It returns three members to the Federal Parliament and three to the 
Provincial and is the largest and wealthiest city in the Dominion of Canada. 

The vast increase in the population of Montreal City goes on with each year, and 
as stimulated by the accession to he limits of large tracts of territory and thousands of 
persons wbo, while residing in suburban municipalities adjacent, are employed during 
the day at business in the city. In area, the city has increased on every side, the 
smaller municipalities having yielded to the natural law of gravitation and been absorbed 
into the larger body. Whereas at her incorporation she covered an area of 3498 
^cres, she now includes within he borders an area of 5366 acres, including 1230 acres 
added by the annexation of the municipality of Hochelaga in 1885; 308 acres by the 
annexation of St. Jean Baptiste in 1886, and 340 acres by that of St. Gabriel in 1887. 
These accessions to the city limits were severally formed into wards, making with the 
ward of St. James which had been previously added by the subdivision of the other 
wards, twelve wards in all into which the city is now subdivided. But it is not in the 
■matter of actual acreage covered that the city has shown the most conspicuous pro- 
gress. What were, but a few years since, open fields an pastures have become the 
populous sections of St. Antoine, St. Ann’s, St. Mary’s and St. James Wards, while the 
East, Centre and West Wards, constituting the city mercantile, have within the same 
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time been altered by the magnificence and magnitude of their buildings. The popula- 
tion cf the city in 1800 was 9000, in 1825 it was 22,000, and in 1831, 27,937.. The last 
census taken in 1887, added to the annexed ward of St. Gabriel shows the population 
now to be 200,000. 

The Government takes a general census in every tenth year and the following 
are the figures since 1851, viz.

The latter figures are very much underdrawn and do not include several larg&- 
suburban districts which will likely be added to Montreal before the Government stakes, 
the census of 1891 . The closest estimate of the city’s population to-day puts it at 
220,000. 

The principal source of civic revenue is the tax levied upon real e.-tate, and the- 
following table shewing the assessable value of property within the city during the last, 
seven years indicates the increase in buildings and values: —

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The plan of assessment in Mew York City is to place and assessed value upon the 
property and add to this the balance of real or market value to propertv. If this were 
•done in Montreal on the same principle, the real value of Montreal property would be, 
'■$145,000,000 and the assessed value something like $125,000,000. Property is assessed 
notoriously under the mark of real estate values and no city in Canada escapes with 
«uch economical taxation as does Montreal. One bad feature of this part of her 
machinery is that the churches and much church property are exempt from taxation. 

A Board of Assessors appraises the value of the property every year. They are 
Under the control of the City Council, which, however, has no power to do more than 
make recommendations to them. 

The rate of annual assessment is one per cent, on value. There is an additional 
one-fifth of one cent for school tax which is levied and collected by the city, but handed 
over for administration to the School Commissioners (a body appointed by the local 
'Government and the city jointly). 

In addition to this one and one-fifth per cent, on realty there is a water rate 
•charged to the tenants based on a sliding scale, which amounts to about seven and one- 
half per cent, on annual rental values, and an assessment of seven and one- half per 
^cent. on the rental of all business premises which is known as the Business Tax; and 
also specific licenses on certain businesses and the usual taxes on horses, carriages, dogs, 
•etc., which come under the head of Personal Taxes. The city also derives a consider- 
able revenue from the markets and from penalties imposed by the Becorder’s Court for 
infraction of city by-laws. Brains and street improvements are made by special 
•assessments borne in whole or in part by the persons benefitted. 

The revenue from all sources in 1886 was $1,908,859, and in 1850, only $150,000, 
figures which show more clearly than aught else can the material increase of the city. 
Merchants of to-day, whose fathers reared them in comfortable rooms above the down, 
"town store, now rear their families in palatial residences up town or in the west end. 
They have grown rich with the city’s advance. Their villas lie along the foot of the 
mountain from which Jacques Cartier first looked upon the then forest of Montreal. 

BANKING. 



The feature of Montreal’s commercial life is her great Banking Institutions. In 
their working they are after the United States pattern, while the Scottish system is 
followed as to large capital and numerous branches. The Bank of England’s first 
President was a Scotchman, and so was the first President of the Bank of Montreal, Mr. 
•John Grey, It was established in 1817, and its capital was $350,000. To-day, the 
Bank has a capital of $12,000,000, and a reserve fund of $6,000,000 besides a large fund 
for contingencies, and some most valuable property. This Bank is the pioneer of 
-Canadian banks, and in faet there are but two or three other institutions in the world of 
larger capital. The incorporation of the Bank was in 1818, and as banking was then 
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in its infancy the founders found it no easy matter to induce the confidence of the peo~ 
pie, especially the French habitants or farmers. They would not at first accept its bills 
as current money. The directors of the bank were often required to endorse their 
bank notes, and it was many a year before the prejudice died away. The bank’s pros- 
perity was somewhat retarded by the mismanagement of a President who succeeded 
Mr. John Grey, Mr. Samuel Gerard by name, and also by the panicky feeling caused by 
the United States threats during the troubles of 1837, when it suspended payment 
Mr. John Molson became President in 1827. Nearly half of the bank’s capital had been 
sacrificed by bad management previous to that time; but by 1861 it had reached a 
very forward state, and it was after this period that Mr. E. H. King’s master hand 
appeared in the affairs of the Bank. He knew Wall Street, New York, and had its 
wants well in his mind. By a series of well considered speculative movements, Mr„ 
King came to the relief of New York merchants and brokers during a great stringency 
in money, in 1870, which he, of course, did not create, but which he in no wise regretted 
since it helped him to make his fame and the bank’s fortune, at the same time. Loans, 
on call at high rates of interest were the rule ; and here is one of his masterly strokes, 
a newspaper story of that day : — 

“ He had a large amount of foreign exchange on hand. New York had very 
little gold and what it had Mr. King bought up. He then gave out that he had done 
this in order to ship it to England and loading it in a dray had it carted through the 
leading streets of New York in sight of the whole population and stored on board an. 
ocean steamer. The natural consequence was that gold at once rose to a high premium 
He then sold both his gold and exchange at high figures, realizing a handsome profit 
therelrom. and removed the gold from the vessel for delivery to the purchasers.” 

At that time the capital of the bank was $6,000,000, but in 1871, on a motion by 
Mr. Wm. Murray at the annual meeting authority was given to the directors to double- 
the capital at their convenience. On January 15th, 1872, the capital was increased by 
$2,000,000, and on November 27th of the same year the final $4,000,000 of stock was 
sold to such shareholders as wanted it at 25 per cent, premium, the remainder being 
sold in the open market. The bank realized about $1,500,000 which was added to the 
reserves. Mr. King’s resignation followed shortly afterwards and he removed to 
London, Eng., where he is chairman of the advisory board of the English branch of' 
the Bank of Montreal. 

The destinies of the Bank came into the manipulation of Mr. K, B. Angus, after 
Mr. King went to Europe, and it was in a most troublous time that this liandsome 
Scotchman held the helm. During his regime there were failures of the Consolidated 
and Mechanics Banks, and the most stringent period in finance followed, in course of 
which there came a reduction of the “ rest ” or reserve fund taken to pay the dividend 
of the year, which was ten percent. Mr. F. C. Smithers succeeded him, and it was 
under his astute guidance and a return of better times that the bank reached its present 
excellent position. At the death of Mr. Smithers, Mr. Buchanan succeeded him as. 
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General Manager. The Montreal Bank may be regarded almost as a national institu- 
tion, for if there should be any trouble in its usually serene chambers, the credit of the- 
country would feel it to its centre. 

There are seven other banks in Montreal and eight branches of banks, and finan- 
cial agencies and correspondents representing every financial centre in the world. The 
four leading banks, Montreal, Merchants, Molsons and British North America, have 
sixty-eight branches in Ontario, seven in New Brunswick, five in Manitoba, four in 
British Columbia, two in Nova Scotia, and live agencies in London, New York, 
Chicago, and San Francisco. 

The smaller banks, People’s, Hochelaga, Jacques Cartier and Ville-Marie, have 
their twenty-four branches all in the Province of Quebec. These figures illustrate the- 
steady growth of the Banking Houses: —

The statement of deposits does not include those of the Government, except for- 
1858, at which date the bank returns did not distinguish such deposits. 

It will be seen that in 1868 the circulation fell to $2,462,317. This was partly 
due to the large influx of American silver coin which, to a great extent, took the place 
of bank notes, and was only removed in 1870, and partly to the use by the Bank of 
Montreal of Provincial and Dominion notes from 1866 to 1871, at which latter date the 
total outstanding circulation of the leading bank was only $182,683. The other banks 
having declined the offer of the Government to pay them a commission to abandon 
their own circulation and to use that of the Government, the attempt to monopolize the 
bank circulation was abandoned. The Bank of Montreal resumed its own issues, and 
by the 30th April, 1872, had an outstanding circulation of $3,116,037. The increase in 
bank circulation since that date shows how remarkable bas been the development of 



Canadian trade. 

The greatest advance, however, is seen in the increased deposits, which have 
risen from $6, 153,958 in 1858 to $43,489,428 in 1888. 

Over twenty millions of these deposits bear no interest ; adding to this amount 
the reserve funds, over ten millions, and the circulation, over thirteen millions, it is 
found that the city banks have (including capital) the use of over seventy million 
dollars to earn dividends on $27,554,396, to say nothing of the profits on interest-bearing 



deposits. 
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To-day, for example, so low has the rate of interest fallen that the Government 
found it necessary to accept for fifteen millions ot dollars placed temporarily with 
i-banks in Montreal. 

The figures above show that while deposits increased in our banks seven times 
'Over in thirty years, circulation very little more than doubled and discounts hardly 
doubled, all facts that show the stability of our banks and banking system. Dividends 
paid on the earnings of Banks in Montreal runs from 6 to 10 per cent. Take this table. 
It gives the present condition of Montreal Banks in a nut-sbell.

TRADE OF THE PORT OF MONTREAL. 



Having touched upon the heart of our commercial system, on banks let us give 
the reader a glance at their arteries and feeders. This the trade of the Port of Mont- 
real has to do with. From the report of Geo. A. Hadrill, Secretary of the Montreal 
Board of Trade, we find that the total tonnage of sea-going vessels for season of 1885 
was 683,854 tons, which exceeds the previous highest record (664,263 tons in 1883). 
Of this tonnage only 9.39 per cent, was sail, showing how completely steamers have 
supplanted sailing vessels in the ocean carrying trade of this port. Of inland vessels 
there arrived 5003, with a total tonnage of 724,975 tons, the aggregate of ocean and 
inland tonnage being 5632 vessels and 1,408,829 tons. 

The lumber trade continues to be a large item in Montreal’s shipping business, 
the exports to South America in 1885 employing 47 vessels, carrying a total of 26 465 - 
543 feet, the shipments to the United Kingdom being 89,667,407 feet, of which 84(282,. 
275 feet were by steamers. 

There is a largo and steady increase in the exports of Phosphate, last year’s 
figures being 24,299 tons; for 1884, 20,461 tons; and for 1883, 17,160 tons. 

Receipts of coal by sea in 1885 were, from Great Britain 48,022 tons, from the 
United States 213,641 tons, and from the Maritime Provinces 215,600 tons or a total of 
478,953 tons. 
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The port has been lighted with electric lights and the floating elevators and land* 
elevators give great facility to the trade in grain. In 1535, Cartier had to abandon a 
vessel of 120 tons and reach Montreal in boats. In 1888 ships drawing 27% feet of' 
water and of 4000 to 5000 tons, ascended and descended the St. Lawrence to Montreal, 
the deepening of a channel having accomplished the work of rendering the mighty 
river a purveyor of wealth to Montreal and to the Dominion. The tonnage of 1850“ 
from sea at the port of Montreal was 46,156; in 1877 it was 870,773. The values of 
merchandise in 1850 was $1,009,256, and in 1887, it was $8,745,526. In 1850 there . 
were exported values to the extent of $1,745,772, and in 1887 they reached $29,391,798. 
In 1850, the exports were $7,174,180; in 1887, they were valued at $43,100,183. Thus, 
the expansion goes on. 

In 1887, some 20,785,976 bushels of grain were received, and 18,701,767 shipped 
from Montreal’s port. 

The Cattle Export Trade has largely benefitted the port of Montreal. In 1874-75,. 
the value of imported horses and cattle was $1,008,740; while in 1884 5, it had 
fallen to $573,690. The exports, however, which were in 1874-75, $2,123,794, increased 
to $10,668,675. The Port of Montreal, though closed for five months of the year, is 
the third largest port on the American Continent. It is 250 miles nearer to Liverpool 
than the other American ports, and is nearer (via the Pacific coast ports and Canadian 
Pacific Railway) to Asiatic ports by 1134 miles. Take the distance from Chicago to 
Liverpool via Montreal, and it is 4088 miles, against 4480 miles via New York, or 392: 
miles shorter by the Montreal route. 

The first ocean mail steamer between England and Montreal, the “Genca,” of 
700 tons burden, arrived in port in 1853, and since then the growth of commerce on 
the St. Lawrence has been such that to-day there are over twenty lines of regular 
ocean steamships, while the yearly tonnage has increased from 358,000 tons in 1851 to. 
870,883 in 1887. 

At the time of confederation of the Canadian Provinces, the indebtedness of the 
Harbor of Montreal was about $1,126,000. Since then there has been expended on the 
harbor proper over $1,520,000, making in all $2,646,000. The present indebtedness is 
$1,881,000, being a difference of $765,000, which has been paid out of revenue. Much 
more than this sum, however, has been paid out of revenue, and the total cost of the 
harbor, embracing as it does nearly five miles of wharfage front and extending fiom 
the river St. Pierre to Longue Pointe, is about $3,200,000. All this has been met by 
tonnage dues and taxes levied upon vessels and their cargoes coming to Montreal . 

The cost of excavating the ship channel in 1882 to 1888 was about $5,000,000. 

Here is one way that vessels managed to reach their anchorage in 1822, told by 
a newspaper: — 

‘‘There was then only one tow boat on the river, the steamer “Hercules, com. 
mauded by Captain George Brush. The “ Hercules” was not able to tow the “ Favorite,” 
a brig of 276 tons, against the current, and a message was sent to Mr. Hiram Gilbert, a 
butcher, whose establishment was at the river side and who kept a supply of oxen for 
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towing purposes, to assist in towing the brig up the rapids. A hawser was sent on 
si ore and ten oxen attached to it ; but still the united force of steamer and oxen was 
not enough. The “ Favorite ” had been built by a Mr. Johnstone who carried on his 
‘business at Hochelaga ; and he, seeing the plight in which the brig found itself sent 
down forty or fifty of h ; s men to lend a hand. A second hawser was sent on shore and 
'to this the fifty men put their strength. The “ Hercules ” had just steamed up afresh, 
'the “Frvorite” carried every inch of available sail, the oxen were whipped up and the 
men tugged and pulled as well they could; and these combined forces enabled the vessel 
to get to her anchorage without further trouble. The aspect of Montreal at that time 
was very different from what it is now. There were no wharves in those days ; to-day 
there are over five miles of the finest wharves in the world along the river front. 

SHIPPING TRADE. 

Montreal’s Shipping Trade is a twin brother of the Eailway, and plying 
between her port and the outside are the steamers and sailing vessels of the Allan Line 
Dominion, Beaver, Temperley, White Cross, Hansa, Black Diamond, Furness, Thomson, 
Donaldson, and Bosstere Lines, and a number of vessels called ocean tramps, allot' which 
vessels make up a very large carrying capacity. The Allan Line Fleet comprises thirty 
steamers with a tonnage of 96,820 and twelve clipper vessels with a tonnage of 17,432. 
This line carries the mail, and was organized by the late Sir Hugh Allan and his brother, 
Mr. Andrew Allan, who is at present the head of the Company. It was the first of the 
(regular Lines to demonstrate the safety and speed of the new Canadian Lines by the St. 
Lawrence route. 

The Dominion Line is a rival to the old Allan Line, and has ten vessels on the 
way, aggregating 31,720 tons. This line carries the mails each alternate week 

with the Allans. 

The Beavei Line is purely Canadian, and has six steam vessels running between 
Liverpool and ( Glasgow and Montreal. The tonnage of the six vessels is about 23,500 
The White Cross Line plies between Antwerp and Montreal and employs three steamers 
-on the route. The Hansa Line employs four steamers and does a German trade. The 
Black Diamond Company keeps three coasting steamers between Montreal and the 
Provinces of the Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia and Newfoundland. The Furness 
Line, between London and Montreal, has eight steamships. The Thomson Line supplies 
the Mediterranean Sea trade, and carries large consignments for the Western States, via 
Montreal. The line takes back cattle and sheep to Newcastle-on-Tyne. The Donaldson 
Line runs weekly between Montreal and Glasgow and has six steam vessels on the ser- 
vice, which carry general cargoes to Canada and take cattle to Scotland, grain, deals, 
butter, cheese and sundries. This line runs to Halifax in Winter. The Temperley Line 
runs three large steamships between Montreal and London, and do a heavy carrying 
business. The passenger business is done principally by the Allans, Dominion and 
Beaver Lines, though the others also carry a fair share of passengers. 
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Besides these regular lines are the miscellaneous vessels that come consigned to 
Messrs. Anderson & McKenzie, and also those to Messrs. Robert Reford & Co. They 
do a laige carrying business in lumber to South American ports. Several attempts having 
been made to induce a French line of steamers, all resulted in disappointment until 
1887 when the Bossiere Line, comprising five steamers, commenced doing business from 
Havre to Montreal. 

The trade of the whole Dominion for 1887 was. in imports, $112,892,236 and the- 
duty $22,469,705. Of this Montreal took in $43,943,594, which paid a duty of $8,874,- 
147 nearly two-fifths of the whole imports of the country and more than double that 
of Toronto. 

The export trade shows Montreal's supremacy in trade in even a greater ratio, 
for while the whole Dominion exported $89,515,811 the port of Montreal exported of" 
that sum about one-third or $29,032,613. Toronto had but $3,192,157, and Quebec 
$5,318,533. Montreal’s export was over nine times that of Toronto, and nearly threa 
millions more than the whole of Ontario. 

These figures have relation to Montreal’s ocean trade. There are, however, a 
great many carrying companies on Canada’s inland waters. Chief among these is the 
Richelieu & Ontario Navigation Company. This Company controls the whole river 
navigation and has a fleet of twenty of the finest steamboats in America. Besides her 
regular line, which runs from Quebec to Toronto, the Company now owns the Sague- 
nay fleet and two ferry steamers at Montreal and Longueuil. Besides doing about all 
the passenger trade of the St. Lawrence the Richelieu & Ontario Company carries, 
immense quantities of freight. Its officers are Alex. Murray, President; Alphonse- 
Desjardins, M.P., Vice-President; J. B. Labelle, M.P., General Manager. 

The Montreal Transportation Company does a heavy carrying business in grain 
and has a lake fleet of eleven vessels with a capacity of 310,000 bushels; also a river 
fleet of four tugs and thirty-five barges with carrying capacity of 700,000 bushels. The 
Company also carries coal and has a grain elevating capacity at Kingston of over 
20,000 bushels per hour. 

The Kingston & Montreal Forwarding Company’s vessels have a capacity of 400,- 
000 bushels of grain per trip and have two floating elevators at Montreal. The barges 
make ten trips during the year, and so fast has their trade with the Western States 
ports increased that they are forced to add new vessels each year. Mr. Alex. Gunn of 
Kingston is President, Mr. J. G. Ross of Quebec, Vice-President, and Mr. Wm. Stewart 
of Montreal, Managing Director. 

The Merchants’ Line between Chicago and Montreal, dates from 1836, and is now 
owned by Messrs. Jacques, Tracey & Co. Their fleet touch points between Chicago and 
Montreal, and comprises ten steamers and some smaller craft. This line does a very 
heavy general freight business to and from Chicago and intermediate points. 

The Ottawa River Navigation Company supplies one more of the great Cana- 
dian Waterways, and is a passenger as well as freight line. It is owned by the Shep- 
pards. Mr. R. W. Sheppards, as early as 1840, commenced the work of this line, and had. 
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a splendid fleet of boats upon it by 1860, adding one after the other until to-day there 
Rre five splendid boats on the Ottawa River. Comfort is a strong point in this line and 
there is only one other that excels this good point, and that is safety. 

The great lake and river system of Canada has been made continuously naviga- 
ble for a distance of 2384 statute miles, by a connecting chain of ten canals, comprising 
'71* miles of artificial navigation. This system extends from the Straits of Belle Isle to 
Thunder Bay, at the head of Lake Superior. The following table of distances indicates

RAILROAD INTERESTS. 

Montreal’s Railway facilities are but another evidence of her importance, enter- 
prise and riches. The city is the Canadian terminus of the Canadian Pacific, Grand 
Trunk, Central A ermont, Delawara and Hudson, South Eastern, and branch railways of 
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other lines. In direct communication with Halifax, Portland, Boston, )lew York, Chic- 
ago, Buffalo, Toronto, Winnipeg, .Duluth, Ottawa, Quebec, and intermediate points. The- 
lines of railway traced on the map would leave Montreal like a spider in the centre of a 
web, or the hub of well spread spokes of a large commercial wheel. The Grand Trunk- 
Railway completed its road through from Montreal to Toronto somewhere about 1859,. 
and before that had completed the Victoria Bridge, a wonder in that early day of 
scientific progress. Since that time this road has covered this part of the Continent off 
British America, and is now completing a double track over its entire length, while its- 
direct branches extend through the States of Maine, Hew York, Michigan, Indiana, 
Illinois and Wisconsin. Its indirect branches reach San Francisco, run through to- 
Mexico, touch Florida and cover the whole Continent, The Trunk line covers to-day 
about 3000 miles, and while much of its earl} 7 history is associated with the name of Mr.. 
C. J. Brydges, its former General Manager, Mr. Joseph Hickson’s has been the master- 
hand that has created its present importance. His struggle has been against the Vanderbilt 
and Gould systems in the United States, and his battle against these giants was a noble one, 
and successful. The report for the year 1851 show ed that the number of passengers 
carried by the Grand Trunk amounted to 117,806 and the tons of freight carried to 116,- 
571, the receipts being in all $412,590. During the year 1883-4 the same line carried-, 
six millions of tons of freight and five millions of passengers. In 1886 its freightage was. 
nearly as large and its passenger list about the same, its earnings being $14,100,000. 

Mr. Joseph Hickson’s staff comprises men of eminent ability in the railway world,, 
chief among whom is Mr. Wm. Wainwright, Assistant General Manager, who has for 
many years been associated with the line. Mr. L. J. Seargeant, Traffic Manager. Mr.. 
James Stephenson superintends the division east of Toronto and the north division, the- 
south division being superintended by Mr. Charles Stiff. The Chief Engineer is Mr.. 
E. P. Hannaford, the Mechanical Superintendent, Mr. II. Wallis ; the Treasurer, Mr. 
R. Wright, the Accountant, Mr. H. W. Walker; the Traffic Auditor, Mr. J. F. Walker;, 
the General Freight Agent, Mr. T. Taudy ; the General Passenger Agent, Mr. W. Edgar. 
The accounts of the Company are inspected by a Board of Audit of which Mr. T. B. 
Hawson, for a considerable period the auditor in chief, is secretary. Mr. S. Baiker is 
the manager of the North and Western divisions, with quarters at Toronto, where Mi .. 
E. Wragge is also local manager. Mr. J. Hobson is the constructing engineer at Ham- 
ilton, Mr. A. Burns is the general freight agent in Montreal. The total number of 
employees is about on an average 16,000 and of these rather more than a third are- 
mechanics. The workshops usually absorb 2000 men in Montreal, 600 of so in Hamilton,. 
400 in London, and Stratford, severally, 300 in Brantford, 250 in Fort Gratiot, 100 in, 
Gorham, and a small force in Portland, more or less, as required. The balance of the 
mechanical force consists of engineers and firemen. The workshops always find plent} 
tp-do. During the past seven years 150 new locomotives have been built and several! 
hundreds of new cars of all kinds from the palatial order down to the flat car. 

The Board of Direction is composed as follows : — President, Sir H. W. Tyler, M.P.^ 
Lord Claud Hamilton, M. P., Hon. Frank Smith, Toronto, Messrs. Robert Young, 
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Robert Gillespie, W. N. Heggate, James Charles, John Mainham, Major A. G. Dickson, M.P . 

The Intercolonial Kailway was one of the early Government roads and ran to 
Halifax as the cementing brick of the Confederation of the Provinces. The North Shore 
Koad to Quebec afterwards was built in connection with the Montreal, Ottawa and West- 
-ern to Ottawa. Then followed the completion of the Montreal, Portland and Boston, 
the building of the road of the Grand Trunk along the south shore to Dundee and Fort 
‘Covington, the line to Sorel ; and all brought grist to Montreal’s Mill. 

It was reserved for the greatest tribute of all to be laid at Montreal’s feet, and in 
1886 the Canadian Pacific Railway was reached completion, to land at Montreal’s feet 
the grain of a great farming country. In 1884 the earnings of the Canadian Pacific 
Were #5,750,521. In 1887 they were $11,606,412. Thus Montreal reaps benefits that 
even her most sanguine sons could not foresee ten years ago. From Quebec to 
Vancouver the distance is 3077 miles, and besides this the railway has acquired nearly 
a thousand miles of road in the old Provinces. 

The officers of the Company are President, Sir George Stephen, Bart.; Vice-Pre- 
sident and General Manager, W. C. Van Horne; who may be looked upon as theguild- 
ing spirits in the grand undertaking, whose complete confidence in the future of Canada 
-and of the ultimate success of Canada’s transcontinental road has never for a moment 
flagged. Mr. C. Drinkwater, for many years assistant to Mr. Hickson, of the G.T.R., is 
Secretary, while Mr. Van Horne has for Assistant Manager, Mr. T. G. Shaughnessy, 
■whose push and enterprise, coupled with his extended experience in matters of detail 
•have proved him an invaluable help to the Vice-President. Mr, George Olds, the Traffic 
Manager, and Mr. Lucius Tuttle, Passenger Traffic Manager, were both well known in 
the railway world of the United States before they came here, and have done good work 
in building up the business of the road. The other officers are: Comptroller, I. G. 
Ogden; Treasuier, W. Sutherland Taylor; General Superintendent Ontario and 
Atlantic division, T. A. Mackinnon ; General Superintendent Eastern division, 
•C. W. Spencer, General Superintendent Western division, W. Whyte; General 
•Superintendent Pacific division, Harry Abbott; General Freight and Passenger 
Agent Western and Pacific division, K. Kerr; General Passenger Agent Ontario 
•and Atlantic division, D. McNicholl. 

At the present moment two great railway stations are in process of erection. 
The first is the Grand Trunk’s Bonaventure Depot, to co.-st $300,000. The Canadian 
Pacific’s new Bonaventure is the second of these and will cost fully $300,000. 

ELECTRIC CURRENT. 

Montreal Telegraph Company, Dominion Telegraph Company and Canadian 
Pacific Railway Telegraph Company give communication with every part of the known 
world. These Companies make use of no less than ten cables. Three from North Syd- 
*ney, C. B., to Hearts Content, Newfoundland, and thence to Talentia, Ireland ; one 
Lorn North Sydney, C. B., to St. Pierre, Miquelon, thence to Brest; two from St. John, 
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N. B,, to Canso, N. S., and thence to Penzance; one from Halifax to Ballinskellen, Ire- 
land ; one via New York to Canso, N. Si, St. Pierre, Miquelon; and thence to Brest 
two via New York to Canso, N. S., and thence to Waterville, Ireland, where it connects 
with Weston-Super-Mare, England. 

The telephone service is supplied by the Bell Telephone Company. The first 
service used was put up in 18*78 by Sir Hugh Allan at the suggestion of Mr. Angus 
Grant, an electrician and telegraph man well-known in the ranks of telegraphy. This 
was used by the Princess Louise to talk to Sir Hugh Allan, and she was delighted to 
find that a whisper could be heard 130 miles away. To-day under the energy of Mr., 
Sise, of the Bell Telephone Company, there are lines of eight wires running to Toronto 
and Hamilton, three to London, two to Sarnia and Detroit, two to Buffalo, two to 
Niagara, some 5,000 miles of wire in all. 

MANUFACTURING INTERESTS. 

Montreal’s manufactures form a great and interesting subject in her modern his- 
tory, and after the inception of the national policy her wealth flowed out in the estab- 
lishment of mills in every part of the Dominion. Cotton, paper, cigars and tobacco, 
boots and shoes, sugar refining, even silk making, each received a very great stimulus 
The consequence was that investments in all these departments were so well rewarded 
by the result of money making, owing to heavy duties imposed upon outside competitors, 
that more money flowed out than the trade of Canada actually warranted ; and then 
■came the inevitable pause in the advance. When the National Policy came into play 
there were but seven cotton mills in Canada. To-day there are twenty-three mills, half 
a million spindles, 10,000 looms and about 8,000 persons earning their bread from the 
product of the looms. Montreal capitalists control more than half the amount of capi- 
tal put into these mills. They manufacture every class of cottons from the grey 
unbleached to the finest qualities of prints and the more ornamental “ searsucker,” and 
ourtain goods, plain and fancy shirtings— everything, in fact, that cotton can be used to 
manufacture. The annual product is 9,000,000 yards of cotton cloth. Of the twenty- 
three mills in Canada the following are controlled by Montreal capital : 

The Hochelaga Cotton Co. with 110,000 spindles and an annual product of 1,500,- 
O00 yards of cotton cloth, the Chambly Cotton Co., Coaticook Cotton Co., Montreal Cot- 
ton Co., Merchants’ Cotton Co., Cauadian Cotton Co., Stormont Cotton Co., Kingston 
-Cotton Co., Hamiltou Cotton Co., Ontario Cotton Mills, Dundas Cotton Co., and the 
Magog Print and Textile Company, are mainly controlled by Montreal capital in 

Montreal. 

The iron and coal industry was accelerated by the National Policy, and the Mont- 
real Bolling Mill with 500 men and boys in their employ is expected to furnish all the 
iron pipe, horse-shoes, horse-shoe nails, etc. The Grand Trunk and Canadian Pacific 
Bailways shops turn out all the rolling stock and make all the heavy repairs required by

their roads, and the Dominion Car Works make all the chilled steel car wheels for tho 
Grand Trunk and Intercolonial Railwaj^s. It employs over 600 men. A large 
steel axle factory in Hochelaga emploj^s 100 hands. Eight firms of nail and spike makers 
have $2,000,000 invested in their business, and employ 1600 labourecs. There are four 
horse-shoe factories, five make horseshoe nails, three firms make tacks and ornamen- 
tal nails, one factory makes iron piping and twelve large foundries supply fittings for- 
stoves, fences, lamps, furnaces, pumps. Three firms manufacture safes, two steel 
saws, two sewing machines, six wire, four springs, two electric light and two tele- 
phone machinery, and so on in a long line the iron and steel trade could be lengthened 
out. Suffice it to say that fully eight thousand persons earn their bread in this 
industry. Brass founding is also one of the industries of Montreal and employs nearly 
half a million of money and about four hundred men. The sugar industry is chief" 

among those that were revised by the National Policy. The Redpath Sugar Refining 

was closed, but opened again and in a few months was employing 600 or YOO 
persons and putting out a million and a half pounds of sugar for each year. The 3t. 
Lawrence Sugar Refinery is also a Montreal institution and has a capital of $850,000 
while the Redpath (or properly speaking Canadian) Sugar Refinery has a capital of 
$1,000,000. Between them the}? control the Sugar Trade of the Dominion, the otheu 
refiners of Halifax, Moncton and Berth ier being smaller concerns. Beet-root sugar 
making was tried during the past few years ; but it was not a success. The cigar and 
tobacco making industry has grown to immense proportions during the past ten years, 
and over 1,000 persons are employed in Montreal alone in the cigar business. The 
tobacco is imported from the West Indies, the United States and from Indian Archi- 
pelago. There are twenty-five factories in Montreal. 

The silk industry has not proved quite such a bonanza as the cigars and tobacco 
trade, but trunks and valises, paper hanging leather board, wholesale clothing, 
are all prosperous and paying. 

Paper making is one of the mo3t successful of Montreal’s capital. Sought fields 
and parties in the city control mills in Lachute, Richmond, St. Jerome, Yalleyfield and 
elsewhere where newspaper is turned out for newspaper offices and other departments of 
printing, and also for the manufacture of paper bags and wrapping paper of all kinds. 

EDUCATION. 



Montreal Schools have kept pace with her commercial increase. With the Catho- 
lics as early as 1535, it was religion and education first, commerce afterwards. With 
the Protestant English it was conquest and commerce first — religion and education 
afterwards. The Catholic religion means education also in a sense. The Protestants 
place secular education alone. The Recollet Fathers commenced the education of the 
Indians in 1615. Fathers Jamay, D’Olbeau, Le Caron, and Brother Duplessis, better 
known as Brother Pacific, were the first known teachers in Canada. They taught in St. 
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Maurice, Tadousac and Quebec in 1614. In Montreal the work was begun in 1692 in a 
building near Notre Dame Cathedral, long since replaced by commercial houses. The 
•Jesuits did much for education in their day, but were gradually replaced by other 
methods. The Recollets School in Montreal closed in 1826, and the last Superior of that 
Order died in the city in 1843, while the last of the Jesuits had died in 1791. The Jesuits 
estates were confiscated at the conquest; but it was not until 1851 that they returned 
and founded their present college, called St. Mary’s College. The Sulpician Fathers 
commenced their work in 1651, and after the conquest established a College in Montreal, 
called St. Raphml’s. The Hon. D. B. Viger, L.L.D., the great jurist; Michel Bibaud, 
the historian; Jean J. Lartigue, first Bishop of Montreal; Sir George E. Cartier; and a 
Tiumber of illustrious men, passed away to their rest now, were educated by the Sulpicians. 
Of the leading men of this day Judge Coursol, Dr. Hingston the great surgeon and 
ornament to the profession, Mr. Girouard, M. P., Dr. Beaubien, and others were educated 
in the Sulpician Colleges, which now provide education in the Classics. Their Montreal 
■College on the slope of the mountain has all the necessary means of education, and is 
attended by about 300 students. Victoria School of Medicine, a school that has prospered 
under many drawbacks, is affiliated with Victoria University of Cobourg, and opposed 
to it is a branch of Laval University, which looks with jealous eye npon all done by it. 
The Polytechnic School, founded in. 1873, by the Lon. Mr. Ouimet, is another step for- 
ward of Catholic educational enterprise, and is under control of the Catholic School 
Commissioners, supported by the tax-payers. It is now associated with Laval University, 
Quebec, as its Science course. In addition to this, there are a large number of common 
schools established under the Roman Catholic School Commissioners, and these, sup- 
ported out of the public purse are very closely watched over by the Catholic Clergy . 
The advance in these schools from 1878 to 1888 is very gratifying to all who admire the 
French Canadian race and the spread of knowledge among them . 

The Protestant Educational Institutions are more numerous, better equipped, and 
more serviceable now than they ever have been. As late as 1853 they were poor affaii s, 
compared with what Great Britain could show in her home, national and parish schools. 
The Common Schools were no wor.-e than the higher schools in this respect, and it was 
not until a comparatively recent day that there came the general advance all along the 
line. To-day, Montreal may well be celebrated for her educational schools and univer- 
sities. In early days the private schools played its part as the pioneers of educational 
work, and some very curious pioneers they often were, not much progress was made 
•earlier than 1853. In that year there were the National School, on St. Denis Street; the 
British and Canadian School, under Mr. Minchin; the Colonial Church and School Society, 
Bonaventure Street, under Mr. (now principal) Hicks; Phillips’ School, St. Ur bain Street 
the High School, in Burnside Hall, and one or two other smaller private schools. The 
strongest of these were the High School, and Mr. Hicks School, wherein many of the 
leading merchants of Montreal were educated. Subsequently the Noimal School gi ew 
to very important proportions as a preparatory school for teachers. Though the Piotes- 
tant Board of School Commissioners was established in 1846, their real work did not 
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bear fruit until 18 * 70 , when the school taxation commenced to supply them with means 
wherewith to educate the youth of the city. The school tax is a charge upon real 
property and while the city is bound to collect it, the Commissioners expend it making 
an annual report of their doings to the City Council which appoints half of the Board > 
the Quebec Government the other. The Commissioners to-day have established in the 
city a High School for Boys and one for Girls, a Preparatory High School, Prince 
Arthur, Berthelot Street, Sherbrooke Street, Ann Street, Luke Street Schools, the British 
and Canadian School, Grace Church School, the Point St. Charles School, the Hochelaga 
School, and other schools supplying the common school wants of the city in every par- 
ticular. The High Schools are self-supporting, from fees. The others as is the case 
with the Catholic common schools, are supported by taxation. 

Protestant Universities, being secular, are more public in their operation than their 
Catholic confreres. They comprise McGill University, the first endowment of which was 
by James McGill, now of historic memory, and which has been successively patronized 
by the late William Molson, Mr. Peter Bedpath, Sir Donald A. Smith, and others all of 
whom gave substantial aid to the University. The Faculties of Medicine, Arts, Science 
and Law, are all excellent, and the stamp of Sir William Dawson, Principal of the Uni- 
versity has made it famous. The Presbyterian, Wesleyan and Congregational Colleges 
are affiliated with the University, and each has its college buildings in close proximity 
to the University. 

Bishop’s College, Lennoxville, has its School of Medicine in Montreal, under Dr. 
F. W. Campbell, Dean. 

The Anglican Diocesan College, which is affiliated with McGill University, is 
situated on Dorchester Street, near the Windsor Hotel, and has a Principal and five 
Professors.

The building will be seven stories 
in neight. i he fire lower stories will be of gray stone and upon these other two stories of 
iron an ot er fire-proof material, the upper windows is the topmost recess, being 
Circular with extremely handsome stone carving. In the three recesses the columns 
wm be of three orders of architecture, the main recess being of Doric, the 
secon o onic, and the third or topmost of Corinthian. The top stories will 
nave dormer windows, with galvanized iron cornices and trimmings, the building termina- 
tmg in a pointed tower in centre of the roof about ioo feet from the pavement. The roof 
will be of iron framing with porus slab fillings, which will be the first introduction of this 
new principle of fire-proof construction into Montreal. There will be an area 19 x 65 feet 
m the centre of the building, and in the centre of this will be a tower of iron and glass, 
containing two elevators and an iron staircase with white marble steps. Fire-proof vaults 
will be attached to each suite of offices, and the floors throughout will be fire-proofed. The 
-entrance hall will be ten feet wide ; the floor of marble tiling with terra-cotta centres, and the 
sides wainscotted in white marble. The building will contain eighty-five offices, the Imperial, 
of course, occupying the principal part and that best suited to its requirements. The build- 
ing will be fitted up with every modern improvement, including electric lighting, steam 
heating, while facilities will be had for telegraphing and telephoning from one office to 
another in the building as well as with the outside world, while by the use of a “ mail tube ” 
on each floor, letters can be deposited in the general letter box below, which will be cleared 
for the post office every hour. The work has been contracted for as follows Mason 
work, Mr. Peter Lyall ; carpenter work, Messrs. Simpson & Peel ; iron work, Mr. H. R. 
Ives ; elevators, Messrs. Miller Bros. & Mitchell. It will thus be seen that the new Imper- 
ial office will be one of the most complete in the city. The business of the Company is 
extending rapidly throughout the Dominion, the Maritime Provinces and British Columbia, 
under the able and efficient management of Mr. W. H. Rintoul, who has given the affairs 
of the Company his careful and undivided attention for nearly a quarter of a century.

I he 
rotunda of the Hotel, in which are the business offices, ticket and telegraph offices is 
one of the largest and finest of any hotel ’n the world. The new corridor, on the 
second floor, is over 225 feet long, and is handsomely furnished, and at night, when the 
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crystal chandeliers are lit up, presents a brilliant appearance. There are three ladies 
parlors, en suite , elegantly and artistically furnished, and giving a beautiful view of 
Dominion Square. ^The dining hall, has a seating capacity for 600 guests, with high 
ceilino - and dome in centre, the cornices and dome being hand-painted, the subjects being 
landscapes and figure pieces, and were executed by an eminent artist. Leading off the 
dining hall and between it and the Ladies’ Ordinary, is the culinary department, where 
the Chef de Cuisine and his numerous assistants may be found busy preparing the 
delicious menu , for which the Hotel has become so justly celebrated on this Continent. 
By the use of a powerful fan apparatus over the cooking ranges, the kitchen is kept not 
only comparatively cool, but not the slightest smell can be noticed from the vai ious 
viands in process of cooking, which is a great consideration to guests. It would be 
impossible in a short sketch to do anything like justice to a description of this beauti- 
ful hotel, so complete in its appointments, its laundry, barber shop, billiard and pool 
room, and its magnificent bar, hung with costly oil Daintings.

The Canada Wire Co., of 117 Queen Street, this 
city 7 , are manufacturing this fencing under license from Messrs. Washburn & Moen, 
under the Glidden patent, and their annual output is very extensive, the trade extend' 
ing throughout the Dominion. The works are large and fully equipped with special 
machinery for this special line of manufacture, while employment is furnished to a 
large staff of skilled workmen. Stock raisers and farmers speak in the highest terms 
of this barb wire fencing, and it is in very general use throughout the Dominion, and 
has received first prizes at many of the exhibitions. Besides this line of barb wiro 
fencing the Canada Wire Co. have an extensive trade in wire stretchers, known as the 
“ Little Hercules,’ - “ Little Giant ” and others. Also a patented crow-bar and wire stretcher 
combined which, is very useful for many purposes and also iron posts, post hole augurs, 
post hole diggers, etc. The President of the Company, Mr. H. R. Ives, is a gentleman 
well-known in the manufacturing and business circles of the country, and is an extensive 
manufacturer of hardware, etc., under the firm title of H. R. Ives & Co. Those foim- 
ing business relations with this house may rest assured of finding all transactions, 
conducted upon the most straightforward and honorable basis.

In the manufacture of the spring bed nothing but the best of 
steel wire, specially prepared and tempered for the purpose, is used and every spring 
bearing the Dominion Woven Wire stamp is fully guaranteed. The double well inter- 
locked woven wire mattress recently invented by Mr. O. J. Norman, son of the proprie- 
tor, is the most neat elastic and serviceable mattress ever produced . These beds are 
admirable adapted not only for home use but also for convents, colleges, schools, hospi- 
tals, steamboat companies, etc., and medals were awarded for them at the Toronto 
Exhibitions of 1880 and 1882 and at Montreal in 1882 and 1884, and also at Sherbrooke 
1886.

— One of the oldest trades in 
existence is that of the manufacture of lea- 
ther and of boots or shoes, for according to 
Biblical history shoes were worn about 
2000 years B. C. Of course great chan- 
ges have taken place in the art of tanning 
since then as well as in the mode of boot 
and shoe manufacture. During the past 
quarter of a century steam and machinery 
have completely revolutionized the manu- 
facture of boots and shoes, and immense 
establishments have been established for 
their manufacture, giving employment to a 
large number of people. In this city there 
are a number of important establish- 
ments in this branch of trade. Foremost 
amongst them — not only on account 
of the volume of business transacted, 
but also of the excellent quality of work — is that of the firm of Messrs. Geo. T. 
Slater & Sons, whose office and factory are located at No. 49 Victoria Square. It is

Nothing but the very best quality of materials is used, and strict supervision is exercised 
over all workmanship. The trade of the house is very extensive and embraces in the scope 
of its operations the entire Dominion. Upon the decease of the late Mr. George T. Slater 
the founder of the house, and one of Montreal’s most esteemed members of the business 
community, a co-partnership was formed between the two sons, Messrs. George A. and 
Charles E. Slater, who continue the business under the title of George T. Slater & Sons, the 
new firm coming into existence on the 1st January of the present year.

R. C. Jamieson & Co,, Office, 12 and 13 Hamilton Chvmbers, 17 
St. John Street, Factory and Warehouse, 23 to 29 St. Thomas Street, 
Montreal. — This is undeniably an age of improvement and culture. Artistic taste is being 
diffused throughout the people, and in nothing is this more observable than in the painting 
and decorating of private residences.

Mr. Alexander is to Montreal what 
Delmonica was for so many years to New York, he may be said to have been the inceptor 
of the catering business in this city and the benefit he may have reaped from his extensive 
busmcss has also been enjoyed by the elite of the city through his valuable services. 
Mi. r. lexander has during nearly half a century of a business career enjoyed the esteem 
and confidence of the public and earned u high reputation of which he is eminently 
deserving.

— The manufacture of boots and shoes is of very ancient 
origin, for foot wear of some description was worn in the early centuries of the world’s history. 
Shoes — particularly women’s shoes — have their romance as well as the glove, for history tells 
us that the Egyptian King Psammetich, in the year 630 B. C. while holding court in the market 
place of Memphis, attended by his nobles, espied an eagle circling in the air above his 
he.'.d. which, upon gradually coming closer to the earth dropped a shoe into the monarch’s 
lap, it was of exquisite shape, and like the prince in the tale of Cinderella, the king sought 
out the owner and found it to be the beautiful Rhodope, whom he married and made queen 
of his empire. That was the first “shoe fly” on record. But from poetry we must come to 
prose in a work of this character and speak of the leading houses engaged in the manufac- 
ture of boots and shoes at the present day in Montreal.

Those requiring anything in the drug line, (and that is the general lot of frail humanity,) 
will find everything that they require at Messrs. Covernton & Co’s of the purest quality 
and the prices reasonable two very desirable qualities, not only in drugs, but also in all other 
lines of commodities. The firm have established an excellent trade during the years they 
have been in business, and also an excellent reputation for skill and accuracy. 
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J. E. Doyle & Co., No. 434 St. James Street, Montreal. — The cork tree 
rarely exceeds from thirty-five to forty feet in height and from two to three feet 
in diameter. It is found in abundance in Portugal, Spain, Italy, the southern 
parts of France, and in the Barbary states. Spain and Portugal supply the 
greater portion of the cork which is used in Europe. The outer bark of this tree 
grows unusually large, and when removed is speedily again renewed by the biber or inner 
bark. This process, so far from injuring it, is said to prolong the life of the tree ; for when 
this excess of bark is not artificially removed the tree seldom lives longer than fifty or sixty 
years, while the barked trees flourish for upwards of a hundred and fifty. It is not till after 
ten years that the bark has all the qualities for making good corks ; and from this period a 
tree is regularly barked every eight or ten years. Cork is manufactured into many useful 
articles besides corks for bottles, such as shoe soles, life preservers, belts, &c., &c. There 
are but two manufacturers in the Dominion of whom the firm of Messrs. J. E. Doyle & Co., 
of No. 434 St James Street, are worthy of particular mention.

One of the most 
enterprising firms in the furniture line to-day is that of Messrs. Fee & Martin, whose hand- 
some establishment is located in Bishop’s Block, Nos. 357, 359 and 361 St. James Street. 
The premises occupied are three stories in height and with fine high ceilings and basement. 
It is fitted up in excellent style and displays the elegant stock of furniture carried, to excel- 
lent advantage. There is an extension in rear of xi x 15 feet and three floors in height. 
Although this business was established only in November of 1887, the success already 
attending it has been remarkable and gives the most flattering assurances of a bright and 
prosperous future. The firm employ 25 men all the year round fitting up and upholstering. 
In February of the present year the firm took a $6,000 contract for fitting up the new hotel 
at Vaudreuil. Mr. Win. R. Fee, the senior member of the firm, is a native of this province 
and there is no pessimist about him. He fully believes in Montreal and its destiny, and 
it is only a pity that there are not more like him than there are. What he does not know 
about the furniture trade in Canada is not worth knowing.

Many of these 
textile patterns are repertones for 
suggestive applications of graceful 
lines, harmonious disposition of 
colors and symmetrical spacing 
for walls of rooms. Thanks <. to 
the wall paper manufacturer’s 
e palaces ot the rich, and the cottages of the poor alike, are rendered 
luxurious, beautiful, and more homelike than ever before, while skill and invention are 
more than ever stimulated to new and pleasing combinations of patterns, colors and effects. 

1 he Dominion of Canada was, for many years, dependant upon England, France and the 
United States for its wall papers, but progress is the motto of the age and to-day there are 
three wall paper factories in the Dominion, chief among which is the Montreal Wall 
Paper Factory, which is located in the old Molson’s College. The building is a substantial 
brick structure, 3 stories in heighth with basement and also two towers, the dimensions of 
the building being 225 x 35 feet. The basement is utilized for the color r> om, the raw 
stock, and also for the engine room ; on the ground floor are the business offices, 
the stock room and packing room, and also the most expensive part of the works 
the making of the brass pattern rollers \ as a great many patterns of paper are turned 
out twice a year, and as in some cases it takes as many as eight rollers for one pattern of 
paper, it will leadily be seen that a great many are required ; upon the wooden rolls is pasted 
a paper pattern in outline, and this is followed by indenting brass into the wood, in a sim- 
ilar manner to what the Japanese make thin gilt lines in satsuma ware. These must present 
an even surface, otherwise the printed design would be imperfect, so only the best of skilled 
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help is employed ; as this work is not intended as a technical authority on the process of 
manufacture of the different branches of trade in the city, but simply as an outline of the 
various manufactures, intricate details are uncalled for. The second floor is used for the 
manufacture of “ regulars,” “metallic’s,” and “micas.” “Regular” papers contain 7 yards 
to the roll, and from 5000 to 6000 rolls can be manufactured in a day. Bronze papers • — 
as it takes about 24 hours for these to dry, a special flat is devoted to their manufacture, 
containing every facility for the proper execution of the work, — contain 8 yards to the roll, 
and about 2000 rolls are manufactured in a day. The first process of manufactured wall 
paper was entirely by hand stamping, and for the most expensive kinds of paper, this is 
continued to the present day, one of the towers is devoted to this purpose, and of these the 
average manufacture is 1 00 pieces a day. The other tower is used for general carpenter 
work. This factory gives employment to 50 skilled and competent workmen, and the five 
printing machines are driven by a 25 horse-power steam engine. The line of papers manu- 
factured by this house are unexcelled by any manufactured in the country ; and many lines 
are equal to any imported ; the trade of the house extends throughout the Dominion.

ECONOMIZER. — The advantage of an apparatus which will really act as a Smoke Con-

The Montreal Press has grown with, if not in advance of, the city, and has led in 
enterprises, especially during the later years, of a public character. Twenty-five y ears 
ago, the press was very often influenced by private opinion, and was nothing if not political. 
Then there were four English, and three French dailies, and a large number of Fiench 
and English weekly and monthly publications. The style ot the writers was pure, and 
their genius, perhaps, as fiery as that of to-day if not more so. There was lacking, how- 
ever, the commercial spirit that now enters into the management. Montreal now boasts 
of five English and five French newspapers, the work on either of which is greater to-day 
than was that on all put together twenty years ago. It was the Montreal Daily Witness 
that marked out this advance. For many years, the late John Dougall had published a 
weekly newspaper, in the interest of the Protestant people. He gave to the city, the- 
first one cent afternoon daily published on the Continent, and it has been a success. It 
was religious, prohibition, moral and fearless under his control. It retains all these 
features to-day, under the editorial management of the present proprietor, Mr. J . R. 
Dougall. The Star followed, started by Marshall, Langevin & Co., and afterwards 
became the sole property of Mr. Hugh Graham. Its price is one cent, and its success 
has been phenomenal. Its claim is to the largest circulation in the city. These news- 
papers are independent of political dictatorship, and are published in the afternoon. The 
Post, owned by a stock company, and edited by Mr. Carroll Ryan, an afternoon news- 
paper in the interests of the Irish Catholics, is managed by Mr. P. Whelan. The Gazette, 
the leading Conservative newspaper, is owned by a stock company, but the stock is 
principally held by Mr. Richard White, and the heirs of the late Thomas White, whose 
son, Mr. R. S. White, is its able editor. The Herald, is the organ of the Reform or 
Liberal party, is edited by Mr. St. John, a brilliant journalist, and is owned by the Hon. 
Peter Mitchell, who inspires its tone, and manages it. All these are thriving commer- 
cially and otherwise. 

The strides made by the French press is even greater, by comparison, than that of 
the English, as they were much more backward until within the last ten years, when a 
spirit of emulation has produced among them, a revolution. The newspapers are La 
Minerve , Conservative, edited by Mr. J. Tass6; La Patrie , owned and edited by Mr. H. 
Beaugrand; Le Monde, Independent, owned by Mr. F. Vanasse; La Presse, Independent, 
owned by Messrs. Wurtele & Co., edited by Mr. G. A. Nantel; and L’ Etendard, Ultra- 
montane and Castor in politics, edited by F. P. A. Trudel. There is also published in 
Montreal, a weekly illustrated English paper, the Dominion Illustrated , and a French 
weekly, Le Monde lllustre. There are the Trade Bulletin of Mr. Henri Mason, The 
Journal of Commerce of Mr. Foley, and a number of other English weekly, and French 
weekly newspapers of more or less importance. 
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
